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A new crushing machine for the Canada 
Consolidated Mining y's Mine,

What tobe a valuable discovery 
of Gold was lately made by Mr. Asa Long, on 
his farm near L'Amable. °A short time ago 
he crashed a small quantity of the ore by or- 
dinary hand mortar and roasted it on the 
stove, then subjecting it to the common 
quicksilver s he has now quite a nice 
little button of gold, which would indicate 
that the ore is at least ordinarily rich. We 
understand he has been questioned as to sell- 
ing but refuses until he has made further 
teats. 


The iron ore now being shi from Blair- 
ton is taken from a new mine which the 
Company have selected near the lake, a con- 
siderable distance from the old one. The ore 
is said to be softer than that obtained fron 
the old pit, and consequently of a more mar- 
ketable value, From the time operations were 
suspended a few years ago, water began to 
flow into it, and for some time past it has 
been nearly full of stagnant water, a nuisance 
of no small account to the people of the vil- 
lage. It is possible that the mine will be 
drained in the course of some months of oper- 
ation, as it is said connections will be made 
with the new mine, and thue bring within 
their reach an easier means of carrying off the 
water.

A short visit was made to the hematite 
ftime.this week. where we found thi 
‘humming. The new “ skip-road ’’ works

The shaft in which ‘the skip 
road is built is now 76 feet deep from the 
surface, and is some 20 feet south from the 
main opening.
